Growers' and Wine and Brandy manu- 
facturers Association 
was held in San 


Francisco. 
The object of the meeting 


which was attended 
by nearly all of 


the leading vine growers and brandy 
manufacturers 
of the state, 
was 
to 


deliberate 
upon the best 
method 
of 


effecting a change in the law compell- 
ing our brandy 
manufacturers 
to af- 


fix rectifiers stamps upon 
their pro- 


ducts. 
The case of Mr. Rose a promi- 


nent brandy 
manufacturer 
of 
Los 


Angeles was made the subject 
of de- 


bate. 
The following is a summary 
of 


the case 
as 
furnished 
by 
the 
Wine 


Growers Gazette. 
Itwill be remembered 
that fifty-two pack- 


ages of Brandy made 
by Mr. Rose 
and 
for- 
warded 
East 
by him, were seized 
In New 
York by Supervisor Hawley, on the ground 
that they should 
have 
been 
provided 
with 
rectifier's 
stamps 
and 
not 
with tux-paid 


stamps, as the strict and rigid letter of the 
law assumes, 
that any substance 
added 
to 
distilled spirits subjects It to be Classified 
as 
"recUned spirits," and as Mr.Rose had seen 
fit to color 11 with a little burnt 
sugar, 
his 
product came under that head. 
Mr. Rose al- 
leges that until 
the 
coloring matter 
and 
sweetening arc added, the article Is not Bran- 
dy, bin simple grape spirits, and as such 
Is 
not merchantable, 
anu his views are cordial- 
ly endorsed 
by the whole body of out Brandy 
makers. 
They furthermore 
Insist that 
tax- 
paid stamps give assurances 
ofthe purity and 
genuinsss 
of the Bruudy, 
furnishing 
a stire 
guide for purchasers; 
whereas 
rectifier's 
stamps 
indicate 
nothing 
of tlie kind, but 
tend largely to destroy confidence iv quality 
bypreseuting 
the Brandy 
merely us grape 
spirits. 


Federal 
Supervisor 
L. M. Foulke 


addressed 
a letter to the wine 
Grow- 


ing Association at Napa, in which he 
expressed 
sympathy with the 
brandy 


manufacturers 
and 
endorsed 
their 


views. 
He also requested 
that further 


action be taken in order that he may 
place the matter in its true light before 
the Commisloners 
of Internal 
Reve- 


nue. 
A report of the meeting at Na- 


pa was accordingly transmitted to Mr. 
Fotjlke. 
The Gazette says: 


It is clear that the law exacting the

sition ofreetltter's 
stumps upon native
